If 
the paper copy of the Sequence Listing filed on April 22, 2002 does not contain SEQ ID NOS for the sequences listed in Table II then 
Applicant must provide a substitute paper copy and a substitute computer readable copy of the Sequence Listing that contains SEQ ID 
NOS for the sequences listed in 1 able II and a statement that the content of the substitute paper and computer readable copies arc the 
same and. where applicable, include no new matter, as required by 37 CFR 1.821(e) or 1.821(0 or 1.821(g) or L825(b) or 1.825(d).
